Owes His Life to Neighbor’s Kindness 
Mr. D. P. Daugherty, 
well 
known 
throughout M ercer and Sum ner coun­ 
ties,

H e was J our history and cannot but be luter- 
alm ost hopelessly afflicted with diar- j toting. 
In the tim e of the Revolutionary war 
there lived in a little house on Arch 
street, Philadelphia, a young woman 
by the nam e of Betsy Ross. The little 
brick house still stands aud is known 
as No. 230. 
It was tho second house 
built in Philadelphia, its bricks coining 
yyer with William Penn in the ship 
Welcome. 
*' 
Betsy Ross was known as an expert 
needlewoman aud had made a reputa­ 
t i o n ^ lier calling, It Is said, by m a k ­ 
ing the ruffles for the shirts of General 
Washington. 
So when congress, in 
1777, appointed a committee, with the 
general thereon, to design a flag, tile 
com mittee very naturally went to lier. 
They made a rough d raft of the flag, 
the design consisting of alternate red 
and white stripes and 13 six pointed 
stars on a background of blue. 
This 
was shown her, and she suggested the 
substitution of the five pointed stars. 
lie r suggestion was approved. 
The color of the stripes was possibly 
suggested by the red flag of the arm y 
and the white flag of the navy iii use 
some tim e previously. 
The flag w as adopted by congress on 
June 14, 1777. 
Betsy soon after m ar­ 
ried 
John 
Maypole, and 
for many 
years they held the contract for m ak­ 
ing flags for the fleet in the Delaware. 
There is a record In the treasury of an 
order dated May, 1777, to pay Betsy 
Ross £14 12s. 2d. for making flags for 
the D elaw are river fleet. 
And w hat of Betsy Maypole? 
H er 
nimble fingers are dust now, and her 
bones lie in M ount Moriah cemetery. 
She lived to the ripe age of 84 and died 
in 1S3C, but the flag of tile Union, w av­ 
ing forever, 
will keep ber memory 
green.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

New York, July 3.—Albert L. Jo h n ­ 
son, of Cleveland, brother of Mayor 
Thom as L. Johnson, died last night 
at Fort Hamilton, a Brooklyn suburb. 
Mr. Johnson died about IU: 15 p. m., 
from aneurism , or an affection of the 
heart. 
Although he had been ill for 
some time, be had only been confined 
to th e house about three weeks. 
At 
his bedside when he died were his 
wife and four children; his brother, 
T hom as L. Johnson, and his mother. 
A 
L. Johnson's recent operations 
in the east had attracted considerable 
attention because of his announced 
program of connecting New York and 
Philadelphia with trunk trolley lines. 
He and his business associates had 
already acquired a num ber of branch 
lines in New Jersey and Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
According to the published pro­ 
gram, it was Johnson s intention 
to 
furnish rapid transit between 
Now 
York city and Philadelphia, and a fare 
of 40 cents betw een the two cities 
was discussed by those 
interested. 
T he term inal system s in the two great 
cities were to be m ade th e basis for 
3-tent fares within the limits of New 
York and Philadelphia. 
Though suc­ 
ceeding fairly well in the work of ac­ 
quiring branch lines between the two 
cities. Mr. Johnson had not been aide 
to get the rapid tran sit com mission 
to change the route of the proposed 
rapid transit tunnel in the Brooklyn 
borough so as to allow for the tunnel 
under the narrow s—an essential por­ 
tion of the Johnson program for a 
quick outlet into New 
Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. 
In Philadelphia 
the 
street car ch arters recently issued, it 
was stated, interfered with many of 
Mr. Johnson's Philadelphia plans.

was known th at Mr. Johnson, who 
was a very active man, worried con­ 
siderably over the situations 
exis: 
Ing in New York city and Philadel­ 
phia, and oven after his illness kept 
planning cam paigns for 3-cent fares.

pursuit of happiness.” 
The new I iberty bell is essentially 
mi A merit an product, says the Detroit 
Free IMw*. but the old bell was cast in 
London, and th# order for It was sent a 
year in fore it was received In th:* 
country. 
At last it came in 17.'2, and 
before it was landed from Hic -hip that 
brought it hundreds of people went to 
Inspect it and rejoiced In Its coming. It 
was all that had been expected, but on 
accident ruined its clear tone ami muti­ 
lated it so badly that it bad to be re­ 
cast. Isaac Norris, Esq., speaker of the 
colonial assembly, was given the super­ 
intendence of the task, aud to him Is 
ascribed the honor c f having originally 
suggested the motto, “Proclaim liberty 
throughout the land and to all the in­ 
habitants thereof.”
